SYNOPSIS 


On Tuesday, March 14, 2017, an Internal Affairs Bureau (IAB) Force and Shooting 
Rollout Team comprised of Lieutenant Albert Maldonado, Sergeant David Moore, and 
Sergeant Nader Chahine, responded to an on-duty hit shooting in the city of Whittier, 
involving an Operation Safe Streets Bureau/Gang Surveillance Unit (GSU) detective. 
As a result of the shooting, Suspect Bobby Escobar received multiple gunshot wounds 
to his upper and lower body. 


IAB NOTE: The GSU Unit is a specialized team capable of performing 
mobile and fixed post surveillance operations, locating and 
apprehending wanted suspects, executing search and arrest 
warrants, preparation of affidavits, operational planning, 
execution of probation/parole searches, and investigating 
crimes committed by a gang member or a gang associate. 


Lieutenant Maldonado ensured the Norwalk Station Watch Commander, Lieutenant 
Jeffrey Dusky took reasonable steps to ensure the involved parties and witnesses did 
not discuss the incident amongst themselves, or with uninvolved persons, prior to being 
interviewed by the assigned investigators. 


Additionally, Lieutenant Maldonado ensured Lieutenant Dusky knew the aforementioned 
parties should not collectively consult with their attorney or representative. Lieutenant 
Maldonado confirmed the involved personnel and witness personnel were gathered in 
the company of a supervisor until they provided a statement to the assigned 
investigators. 
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Detectives Howard Cooper, au and Gail Durham, AB on the Los Angeles 
County Sheriff's Department Homicide Bureau arrived and assumed control of the 
investigation. For further information, refer to the Homicide case book, under file 
number 017-03859-0491-055 [EXHIBIT A]. 


SUMMARY 


On March 14, 2017, Detective Matthew Landreth was assigned to GSU and working 
the Norwalk/Pico Rivera area. He was part of a team conducting surveillance a Sili

As the lead investigator, Detective David Rodriguez coordinated the operation and 
completed a “GSU Surveillance and Apprehension Investigative Worksheet” [EXHIBIT 
C]. On March 14, 2017, at approximately 0800 hours, he conducted a surveillance 
briefing in the East Los Angeles Station OSS office. The briefing was attended by

Detective Rodriguez assigned members of the team to strategic positions near the 
target location. The team arrived at their positions at approximately 1345 hours. 


Members of the team took their positions in unm hicles. The team i a 
uu takedown unit consisting of Deputies ndi 


IAB NOTE: A takedown unit is used to conduct a traffic stop in order to 
identify a driver or a passenger to gather intelligence (i.e., a 
non-tactical stop known as a “cool stop”). The takedown unit 
is comprised of uniformed deputies so the occupants of a 
target vehicle can visibly see they are being detained by 
Sheriff's Department personnel.

Approximately twenty minutes after arrival at the target location, a Gold Chevrolet 
Malibu (the suspect's vehicle) arrived and drove into the driveway of the target location. 
Detective) who was assigned to watch the front of the target location, 
advised other units on scene regarding the suspect's vehicle. He also advised the 
suspect’s vehicle was occupied by a female and an unknown male. 
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Units were requested to drive by the suspect's vehicle in an effort to identify the male 
inside. However, prior to any unit being able to complete this task, the suspect’s vehicle 
drove out of the driveway and away from the target location. 


Several of the surveilling units left their positions and followed the suspect’s vehicle 
away from target location in an effort to identify the male inside. The suspect's vehicle 
drove north on Tarryton Avenue then east on Mulberry Drive. Detective Christian 
Mezzano was the first person to follow the suspect’s vehicle onto Mulberry Drive, 
followed by Detective Adam Navarrette. Detective Landreth was the third vehicle to 
follow the suspect's vehicle off of Tarryton Avenue and onto Mulberry Drive. 


As the suspect’s vehicle continued east on Mulberry Drive, it tumed south onto a 
frontage road, which parallels Mulberry Drive. The frontage road is separated from 
Mulberry Drive by a raised concrete curb and median. The suspect’s vehicle entered 
the frontage road and continued east a short distance to where the frontage road 
terminated into a cul-de-sac. 


IAB NOTE: A frontage road is a subsidiary road running parallel to a main 
road or highway and giving access to houses and businesses. 


Detective Mezzano did not follow the suspect's vehicle onto the frontage road as he felt 
by following it in, he would have jeopardized his plain clothes status. Subsequently, 
Detective Mezzano continued driving east on Mulberry Drive. 


Detective Navarrette drove east on Mulberry Drive behind Detective Mezzano. When 
the suspect's vehicle turned onto the frontage road, Detective Navarrette did not want to 
be identified as a deputy sheriff. He drove past the suspect's vehicle as it conducted a 
U-turn in the cul-de-sac. The suspect's vehicle parked alongside the north curb of the 
frontage road, facing west. 


Once the suspect’s vehicle was parked, deputies on the surveillance team requested 
the takedown unit to respond to the suspect’s vehicle and contact its occupants in an 
effort to identify them. The other members of the team, who were also in unmarked 
vehicles, took positions to the north, south, east, and west of the suspect's vehicle, 
pending the outcome of the takedown unit’s contact. 


ive Navarrette was to the west of the suspect’s vehicle and waited for Deputies 
ae: i. arrive. While Detective Navarrette waited, he saw Deputies 
ana [pass the entrance to the frontage road. Believing he could get a 
better view of the suspect vehicle’s occupants, Detective Navarrette drove onto the 
frontage road, stopping approximately two car lengths away from the suspect’s vehicle. 


Detective Navarrette drove toward the suspect's vehicle and identified the male seated 
in the front passenger seat as Suspect Escobar. They looked at each other as Suspect 
Escobar stepped out of the vehicle. Detective Navarrette yelled, “Sheriff!” at Suspect 
Escobar. Suspect Escobar subsequently turned to the north and ran. Detective

Navarrette saw Detective Landreth’s grey pick-up truck arrive just to the north of the 
suspect's vehicle, which appeared to be in Suspect Escobars path. Detective 
Navarrette lost sight of Suspect Escobar as he ran to the north of a FedEx truck. The 
FedEx truck was parked in the middle of the frontage road, west of the suspect's 
vehicle, blocking Detective Navarrette’s view. Moments later, Detective Navarrette 
heard five to six gunshots. Detective Navarrette did not know who shot at the time. 


In an almost simultaneous sequence of events, Detective Landreth was driving east on 
Mulberry Drive. He noticed the suspect's vehicle stopped on the frontage road facing 
west and also saw a male seated in the front passenger's seat. As he was monitoring 
his radio, he heard radio traffic stating units had passed the suspect's vehicle. 
Detective Landreth saw the male in the passenger seat of the suspect's vehicle and 
immediately recognized him as Suspect Escobar. As Detective Landreth stopped his 
vehicle, Suspect Escobar exited his vehicle with a handgun in his right hand. Detective 
Landreth subsequently un-holstered his handgun and exited his vehicle. As he looked 
over the bed of his truck, Detective Landreth saw the suspect running in a northwest 
direction (diagonally) toward the back of his truck. At this point, Detective Landreth 
sought cover behind the bed of his truck. 


Detective Landreth pointed his handgun at Suspect Escobar as he ran toward him. 
Detective Landreth gave Suspect Escobar commands to, “Get on the ground!” as he 
(Suspect Escobar) rapidly approached. Detective Landreth saw Suspect Escobar raise 
his handgun upward, pointing it toward him. Detective Landreth feared for the safety of 
civilians standing at a fruit stand in close proximity to the area. He also feared Suspect 
Escobar could try to steal his vehicle and flee the area. 


Detective Landreth moved toward the rear driver's side corner of his truck, closing the 
distance between himself and Suspect Escobar. When he reached the corner of his 
truck, Suspect Escobar, still pointing his handgun at Detective Landreth, was now 
approximately two to three feet away from Detective Landreth. Detective Landreth, 
fearing he was going to be shot, fired three rounds at Suspect Escobar’s torso. Suspect 
Escobar fell to the ground and rolled toward Detective Landreth. Suspect Escobar was 
still holding his handgun and pointing it at Detective Landreth, when Detective Landreth 
fired three additional rounds at Suspect Escobar. 


After the second volley of gunshots, Suspect Escobar lost control of his handgun. 
Detective Landreth stepped toward Suspect Escobar and used his left foot to move 
Suspect Escobar's handgun away. 


Believing Suspect Escobar shot Detective Landreth, Detective Navarrette hurriedly 


exited his vehicle without placing it in park. This caused Detective Navarrette’s vehicle 
to continue forward, until it collided with the suspect's vehicle. 
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Detective Navarrette saw Detective Landreth detaining Suspect Escobar who was on 
the ground, just north of Detective Landreth's vehicle. Using his handheld radio, 
Detective Navarrette broadcasted emergent radio communication advising of the 
shooting.

The Justice System Integrity Division of the Los Angeles County District Attorney's 
Office reviewed the shooting of Suspect Escobar by Detective Landreth. 


In their letter of opinion, dated July 10, 2018, Deputy District Attorney Shannon Presby 
concluded Detective Landreth acted lawfully and in self-defense, when he used deadly 
force against Suspect Escobar [EXHIBIT DJ.

PROPERTY DAMAGE 


Detective Navarrette stated he heard gunshots. Thinking Detective Landreth was shot, 
he hastily exited his vehicle without placing it in park. His vehicle continued moving and 
collided with the driver’s side of the suspect's vehicle. The collision caused damage to 
the driver's side front quarter panel of the suspect’s vehicle as well as collision damage 
to the front of the Dodge Charger Detective Navarette was driving. Photographs of the 
collision were taken by personnel from Scientific Services Bureau [EXHIBIT G, disc 1, 
photographs 333-355]. The collision was documented under file number 917-04273- 
0491-472 [See EXHIBIT A, pages 54-58]. 


CRIMINAL INVESTIGATORS 


The criminal investigation into the shooting was handled by Homicide Bureau 
Detectives Gail Durham and Howard Cooper. The case was filed in Los Angeles 
County Superior Court. Suspect Escobar was charged with Assault with a Deadly 
Weapon with a Firearm, 245(a)(2) P.C.; Possession of a Firearm by a Convicted Felon, 
29800(a)(1) P.C.; and Unlawful Possession of Ammunition by a Convicted Felon, 
30305(a)(1) P.C. On September 13, 2018, Suspect Escobar plead nolo contendere to 
one count of Assault with a Deadly Weapon with a Firearm, 245(a)(2)P.C., and was 
sentenced to five years in state prison (see Suspect Escobar’s Criminal Case 
Summary in miscellaneous documents).

After the 
briefing concluded, the team drove to Tarryton Avenue to surveil the target location. 


Detective Rodriguez was parked on Terryton Avenue approximately five houses south 
of the target location [Refer to EXIBIT J, Rodriguez photo 1]. Using binoculars, he 
was able to see the target location from his position. He saw a vehicle arrive at the 
target location and leave shortly thereafter. Detective Rodriguez saw a female inside of 
the vehicle and believed he saw a male, as the vehicle drove away. He advised the 
other units to follow the suspect's vehicle away from the target location to try and 
identify the male inside. Detective Rodriguez drove away from the target location to 
assist. 


Detective Rodriguez drove east on Mulberry Drive with the other units. He drove past 
the entrance to the frontage road, passing the suspect's vehicle. Detective Rodriguez 
made a U-turn at Calmada Avenue in an effort to return to the suspect vehicle’s 
location. 


When Detective Rodriguez returned, he parked to the northeast of Detective Landreth’s 
vehicle, [Refer to EXHIBIT J, Rodriguez photo 2], where he saw two deputies 
standing over Suspect Escobar, handcuffing him. He did not hear any gunfire, or see 
the shooting.

Homicide Round Count 


On March 14, 2017, Homicide Detectives Cooper and Durham conducted a round count 
of Detective Landreth’s firearm, a 9mm Smith & Wesson M&P. The serial number was 
not available during the round count as it was concealed by a laser sight Detective 
Landreth installed on the firearm. The handgun had a total of twelve rounds, one in the 
chamber and eleven in the magazine. Detective Landreth told Homicide investigators 
he had eighteen rounds in his firearm when he began his shift, one in the chamber and 
seventeen in the magazine. 


Internal Affairs Bureau Interview 


On September 24, 2018, Detective Landreth was interviewed by IAB investigators. 
Later that day, Detective Landreth submitted a statement regarding the incident via 
email to IAB Sergeant David Moore [EXHIBIT K]. This statement was included in the 
combined summary of interview statements below. 


Detective Landreth and other members of GSU were tasked to conduct a surveillance 
operation to locate Suspect Escobar. The team was given a briefing on the day of the 
operation by Detective Rodriguez. 


At the briefing, Detective Landreth learned of Suspect Escobar’s criminal history and the 
rer te Suspect Escobar had violated 
II an was currently being sought by the BEE partment. It was stated 
during the briefing, Suspect Escobar was aware of his fugitive status. 

Detective Rodriguez briefed personnel regarding information which had been told to 
OSS investigators about Suspect Escobar’s involvement in a recent car to car shooting, 


and that he had recently been seen in possession of a revolver. After the briefing, the 
GSU team responded to the target location. 
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Detective Landreth drove his assigned unmarked vehicle to the target location and 
positioned himself on Tarryton Avenue, approximately eight houses south of the target 
location along the east curb line [EXHIBIT J, Landreth photo 4]. Detective Landreth’s 
vehicle was a silver Chevrolet Silverado quad-cab pickup truck. The truck was 
equipped with a takedown light, emergency lights, as well as a siren and radio. The 
lights can only be seen if turned on (activated). The vehicle is not marked with any 
Sheriff's Department identifiers [EXHIBIT J, Landreth photographs 2 and 3]. 


Detective Landreth was dressed in a fluorescent yellow construction vest, with 
fluorescent illuminating stripes, a green short sleeve shirt, and light green pants. He 
wore a thigh-high holster on his right leg which carried his Department issued Smith and 
Wesson M&P 9mm handgun. His uniform badge was attached to the thigh high holster 
[EXHIBIT J, Landreth photo 1]. There were no Sheriff's Department markings on the 
fluorescent vest. 


While Detective Landreth was in his position, a black Expedition SUV arrived atl 

The SUV stopped in the driveway for a few minutes, then drovi 
away. Surveillance | determined the SUV was being driven by the f 
Suspect Escobar: MAM witness 


Shortly after the SUV left the target location, the suspect's vehicle drove into the 
driveway. Team members were able to determine the suspect's vehicle was being 
driven by a female, but there was also a male passenger in the front seat. Team 
members could not determine the identity of the passenger. Detective Landreth saw 
the suspect’s vehicle drive away from the target location after being there for only a few 
seconds. The suspect's vehicle drove north on Tarryton Avenue then east on Mulberry 
Drive. 


Detective Landreth heard Detective Navarrette request additional surveillance units and 
the takedown unit to drive toward the suspect's vehicle to try and identify the occupants. 
Detective Landreth left his position and drove east on Mulberry Drive. He saw some of 
their surveillance units tuming around ahead of him. 


Detective Landreth heard Detective Navarrette advise via radio, the units had passed 
the suspect’s vehicle which was now parked on a frontage road off Mulberry Drive, 
along the north curb, facing west. Detective Landreth continued to drive east on 
Mulberry Drive, toward the suspect's vehicle. Detective Landreth saw a large white 
FedEx truck and a white GMC Terrain parked on the side frontage road. Initially, he 
could not see beyond those two vehicles parked on the frontage road. Detective 
Landreth drove by the entrance to the frontage road not realizing the opening was there. 


Detective Landreth, not seeing the suspect's vehicle, and still unsure if the front 


passenger was Suspect Escobar, continued past the Fedex truck. Once past the 
FedEx truck, Detective Landreth saw the suspect's vehicle stopped on the frontage road 
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facing west. Detective Landreth saw a male in the front passenger seat of the suspect's 
vehicle. The male appeared to be exiting the suspect's vehicle. Detective Landreth 
immediately stopped his vehicle and exited. Simultaneously, Detective Landreth heard 
Detective Navarrette advise over the radio he had identified the male in the suspect’s 
vehicle as Suspect Escobar. 


Upon seeing the male exiting the suspect's vehicle, Detective Landreth immediately 
recognized him as Suspect Escobar. Detective Landreth stopped and put his vehicle 
into park. He subsequently saw Suspect Escobar step out of the suspect's vehicle 
holding a handgun in his right hand [Refer to IAB transcripts, page 29, lines 22-24]. 
Detective Landreth un-holstered his handgun and stepped out of his vehicle. As 
Detective Landreth looked over the bed of his truck, he saw Suspect Escobar running in 
a northwest direction (diagonally) toward the back of his (Detective Landreth’s) truck 
[Refer to EXHIBIT J, Landreth photo 6]. 


Detective Landreth was aware when he stepped out of his truck, he was not wearing his 
ballistic vest; his vest was lying on the backseat of his truck. As part of a surveillance 
team, they train to blend in with the community. Wearing a vest would have prohibited 
him from blending in [Refer to IAB transcripts, page 28, lines 12-15]. His vest was a 
coyote color, with Sheriff's emblems affixed to the front and back. 


Aware he was not wearing his ballistic vest, Detective Landreth’s first concern was to 
seek cover. Detective Landreth used the bed of his truck for cover as he attempted to 
contact Suspect Escobar. Detective Landreth pointed his weapon at Suspect Escobar 
and gave him commands “Get on the ground!” Suspect Escobar, carrying a handgun in 
his right hand, looked toward Detective Landreth and raised his weapon upward, 
pointing it toward Detective Landreth. 


Detective Landreth became concerned for the civilians he saw standing near a fruit 
stand, and feared Suspect Escobar could take one as a hostage. Additionally, 
Detective Landreth feared Suspect Escobar may attempt to take his own vehicle to 
avoid capture [Refer to IAB transcripts, page 33, lines 14-19]. Detective Landreth 
saw Suspect Escobar change direction, from a northwest diagonal direction, to more of 
a north direction. Suspect Escobar appeared to be running toward the rear of Detective 
Landreth’s truck. 


Detective Landreth moved toward the rear driver’s side comer of his truck to close the 
distance between himself and Suspect Escobar. He did this to ensure if a shooting 
were to occur, his shots would be accurate [Refer to IAB transcripts, page 33, lines 
26-35]. Upon reaching the rear corner of his truck, Detective Landreth was met by 
Suspect Escobar, who was now two to three feet away from him. Suspect Escobar held 
his handgun in his right hand at waist level, pointing it at Detective Landreth. Fearing 
he was going to be shot, and believing he had no other option, he fired three rounds at 
Suspect Escobar's torso. Suspect Escobar fell to the ground and rolled toward 
Detective Landreth while still pointing the handgun at him. Detective Landreth fired 
three additional rounds at Suspect Escobar. 
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After the second volley of gunshots, Suspect Escobar rolled to his stomach and lost 
control of his handgun. Detective Landreth stepped closer to Suspect Escobar and 
moved the handgun away from Suspect Escobar with his left foot. 


Detective Landreth believed the entire incident took place quickly. He estimated the 
time from when he first became aware Suspect Escobar was exiting the suspect's 
vehicle, until the time of the shooting, was approximately five seconds. Detective 
Landreth saw Detective MI proach Suspect Escobar moments after the 
shooting, and handcuffed Suspect i Landreth took towels he had in 
his truck and gave them to Detective ho applied direct pressure to Suspect
